Reason for Allowance 

2. Regarding claims 1-32, the prior art fails to teach or suggest a code division multiple 
access downlink receiver for providing wireless communication via a wireless channel between a 
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base station and a mobile station in which the receiver is implemented, the receiver comprises a 
plurality of equalizers, each of the plurality of equalizers includes a plurality of filters, and the 
length of each of the plurality of filters is lesser than the length of each of the plurality of 
subchannels, in combination with other limitations, as specified in the independent claims 1, and 
17.
